Having diſcours'd at large upon theſe Heads, I concluded here (as I did before) 
with ſuitable Exhortations and Application to all the perſons there, and particu- 
larly thoſe under Sentence of Death; ſhewing them from Scripture, That a Man, 
who hates his Neighbour, and does offer any Injury or Violence to him, which may 
be the unhappy occaſion of Blood-ſhed, is guilty of Murder before G O D, tho 
Human Laws may let him eſcape thePunifhment he really deſerves. And upon this 
Account | endeavourꝰd to make them all ſenſible, and truly repent of their Sins, 
in the Commiſſion of wich they did put themſelves into the Danger either of 
killing or being kill d. | | | 5 
What Effect theſe, and the like Inſtructions and Admonitions that were given 
them, had upon their Hearts, I ſhall leave the Reader to judge from the Accounts 
they reſpeCtively gave me of themſelves, which are as follow. 


1. Richard Field, conderan'd for the Murder by him committed upon the Perſon 
of Mary, the Wife of Gabriel Randal, a Tobacco-Pipe-maker at Vxbridge in Aid. 
diefex, and ſtealing out of their Houſe, Gold, Silver, and other Goods, to a great 

Value, on the 20th day of October Jeſt. He ſaid, he was 27 Years of Age, born 
at Conyhatch in the County of Middleſex ; That at firſt he went to School there, 
and afterwards to other good Schools in Towns thereabouts, viz. Finchly, 7 orte- 


ridge, and Eaſt-Barnet ; and, That a gond and pious Gentlewcman taking care of 


his Education, and defraying the Charge of it, he was well and virtuouſly brovebt 
up; but did not anſwer the End of that his Education; That when he was about 
12 Years old, he would (ard ſo did) go to Nen-England; and there being come, 
he was bound Apprentice to One Michicl Harding, a Tobacco: Pipe-maker 1 Y

E ſtealing Money and other things from bim: That about 5 Yeers ago, returning 
into Erglard, he wrought for a while at his Craft of Pipe- making, by which he 
ot 5. or 66. A Week, and no more; and being perſwaded by ſome of his Friends 
ro follow ſome other Employment, he try'd to learn ſome parts of the Art of 
Watch-making, as Punching, Gilding, c. But as he could not attain to any 
Ability and pet fection therein, ſo he inſtead of being a Gainer, was at laſt a Loſer 
W by ic: That growing Poor, and deſiring to get Money at any Rate, and by any 
| Means (Right or Wrong) he not only fell again co work at his old Trade of 
pipe · making, but alſo pilfer and ſteal wherever he could; and, at laſt proceeded 
to the horrid Commiſſion of the two great Crimes , for which he was condemn'd 
do die, vz. Bobbery and Murder; the latter whereof (which certainly is the moſt 
| heinous of all other Facts) he ſaid, % Devil prompted him io, he did not know hom; 
| but being in a hurry, and afratd of a Diſcovery, he ſtopt Mrs. Randai's Muth with 4 
| Cluth, end thruſt it down her Throat, not thinking that it would (as it did) prove the 
| [ad occaſion of her Death, At firlt he preten ded that One John Gardener was then 
in the Houſe, and the Perſon that commir:<d the Murder; but afterwarts he con- 
ſels d that none did it but himſelf, and that raking the opportunity of Mr. Randal's 
| abſence, who at that time was abroad: and with whom he work'd Journey-work, 
he of his own head contriv'd aud effected theſe his wicked Purpoſes ; for which he 
| now expreſs'd great Sorrow, and earneſtly ask d G O D's Pardon and his Maſtec's; 
wiſhing a thouſand times that he had not brought this double Guilt of Blood and

2, William Hogkins, condemn'd for two Burglaries, viz. 1ſt, For break.ng the 
Houſe of -one Mr. Joſeph Bird, and ſtealing thence 190 Yards of Spaniſh Poplin, 
and diverſe other Goods: 2dly, For Breaking and Robbing the Houſe of Mr. Ed. 
ward Downes, and taking away from thence 80 pair of Silk, and 40 pair of War- 
ſted Stockings, with ſeveral other Goods of great Value, on the 22d of November 
| laſt. He ſaid, he was abont 35 Years of Age, born at Micham in Surry; where, 
from his Youth, be follow'd Husbandry, till of late Years he came up to London, 
and got into Service in ſeveral good Families; being firſt a Coachman to a Lady 
at Jurnham- Green, and afterwards a Footman to a Gentleman at Shereditch, and 
to ſome others. He own'd, he was guilty, not only of the Crimes for which he 
is now Condemn'd, but of others, which (as far as he could) he made known to the 
Perſons he had injur' d: That now he was ſenſible his Neglect of GOD's Service, 
in which he had liv'd for a conſiderable time paſt, had given the Devil too much 
Power over him, and made him unable to reſiſt his Temptations; Adding, Dbat = 
he once little thought he could ever arrive at the Commiſſion of thoſe heinous 
-acts, that (hould bring him to this Untimeiy End; bug bad Company had induced c 
him thereto ; and, among others, Jokn Chanct (by whoſe Evidence he was + * 
had a great hand therein; having perſwaGcd him to go along with him, and aſſiſt 
aim in the Robberies before- mention'd. When | told him, that I thought I had 
den him in Newgare before, he confeſs'd it was true, aud that it was for taking a
